The present war has seemed to turn 
quite early the general attention this 
year to the appropriate and patriotic 
celebration of the 4th of Ju ly.

The Rock River Assembly this year 
will commence on Monday, Ju ly , 25 
and continue until Thursday, August 
11, eighteen days. 
The day following 
the closing program, that is, on F ri 
day, August 12, the management will 
kindly donate the use of the park and 
tabernacle to the directors of the Dixon 
Hospital, who are arranging an excel 
lent program, which will make “ Hos­ 
pital Day’’ a fitting finale to what prom 
ises to be the most popular session of 
the series of summer ( 'hautauquas to 
be held in this country in 1898. 
W e 
cannot yet give details as to the many 
attractions that will be offered for the 
purpose of retaining the crowd that 
day, and thus swelling materially the 
hospital fund. 
One thing, however, 
we can announce as a certainty; Sena 
tor B illy Mason has promised to be 
here and address the people, and he 
will certainly have something to say 
which all will wish to bear. 
W hether 
or not he will touch upon the conspicu­ 
ous part he took in urging upon con 
gress the duty of assistance and relief 
to Cuba, we do not know; out being in 
a position to know from the inside, the 
action of the government in the pres­ 
ent war, he will scarcely fail to cater 
to the popular desire for information as 
to the springs of action in that which 
is a most important event in the his­ 
tory of nineteenth century civiliza­ 
tion.

The Belvidere Northwestern tells a 
“ touching tale of generosity" on the 
part of a man nameu Reed, who in 1"47 
near that city, when a boy of fifteen, 
was 1 nursed to lift*

longed illness of typhoid fever by a 
family of old settlers. 
It is a marvel 
that editors should copy such stuff, and 
not see the absurdity of such a lagging 
reward «for kimlness.

young man after being nursed to life 
turned up in California and there made 
and spent “ six fortunes," returning to 
Illinois in hie poverty to find his bene­ 
factor-. 
To tbe practical mind comes 
the suggestion: 
W hy in the name of 
simple fairness, honesty and good com­ 
mon sense did he forget the benefactors 
who nursed him to life in his boyhood, 
during a.l hi- two score and ten years 
of fortune enjoyment?

ward(?) his benefactors and deliberate­ 
ly forget them in his prosperity of half 
a c e n t u r y D o n t you see, neighbor­ 
ing editors, that you are first class 
chumps to repeat this man's story that 
generosity is the motive of .his efforts 
to find the “ pioneers who saved his 
life."

In The Century Claude H. Wetmore 
has an article on 
“ A Famous Sea 
Fight,” describing the engagement be­ 
tween Chilean and Peruvian ironclads 
off the coast of Bolivia in 1879. 
Mr. 
Wetmore say s: 
From the first of the battle the en­ 
couraging voice of Grau had come to 
the men in the turret through the speak­ 
ing tube from tho conning tower, but 
when the Blanco crowded into the thick 
of it and great shot struck the Huas- 
car’s sides a« regularly as blows of a 
battering ram the orders of the com­ 
mander were no longer heard. The offi­ 
cer iu charge of the turret called to his 
superior. 
There was no answer, and 
when Commander Elias Aguerreran up 
the narrow little ladder that led to the 
tower he stumbled over the dead body 
of his admiral. 
A shell had struck the 
conning tower and bad taken off Gran’s 
head as neatly as if tho decapitation 
had been by the guillotine. 
This shell 
al-o killed Lieutenant Ferre, tho ad­ 
miral’s aid. 
There was only time to 
push the corps* s aside, and the new 
commanding officer pulled 
back tho 
tube flap to give his directions, but as 
he did so the Haascar staggered, keeled 
over, then shook iu every plate, while 
a concussion more terrific than any so 
far told that a shell had entered tho 
turret and had burst there. 
When the 
fumes had cleared away so that a per­ 
son could speak, a midshipman called 
out that one of the great guns had been 
dismounted and 2u men killed.

Once more all was silent in the con­ 
ning tower. 
Lieutenant Palacios has­ 
tened there, but before he could enter 
he was compelled to push three bodies 
out of the way . 
Ho had barely given 
bis first command when a bullet from 
the well aimed rifle of a marine in an 
enemy ’s top lodged between his ey es. 
Then the fourth to command the Huas- 
car hat day , L uteuant Pedro Garezon, 
took the place, snd as he did so he call­ 
ed through an 
aperture telling the 
quartermaster to put the helm to port; 
for he had determined to ram one of the 
adversaries and sink with her if neces­ 
sary . 
Over and over spun tho wheel, 
but tho Huascar’s head still pointed be­ 
tween the Ch .*leans. 
“ Port! 
Port, I say !” screamed the 
commander. 
“ She won’t answer,” came back the 
sullen reply from the only one of four 
quartermasters alive. The bodies of the 
others were ly ing upon the grating at 
his feet. 
“ A shot has carried away the star­ 
board steering gear, sir, ” reported an 
ensign, and lie dropped dead as the 
words left his mouth. 
The Huasear now lay drifting in a 
hell of shot, and flame, but all the while 
the red, white and rod fluttered from 
tho peak. 
One by one, in twos and in 
threes, the men in the turret dropped 
at their posts, and at last the remaining 
great gun was silent, its tackle literally 
choked with dead.

th ey lay groaning. Th is sh ell tore away 
wardroom and stern cabin, and h ardly 
a trace was left of th e bulkh ead. 
After 
th at w h at little surgery was done was 
performed iu th o coal bunkers. 
Huddled in a passageway near th e 
engine room were a score or more of non­ 
rum h u t a u t s— 
‘wards, pantrymon and 
stokers. 
Th ey were in a place th at was 
ligh ted only as flash es came from th e 
guns. It was filled w ith powder smoko, 
and clouds of steam th at drifted from 
below told th at th e Huasear h ad been 
struck iu a v ital spot— h er mach inery. 
.Suddenly th ey h eard a crash , followed 
by th e rending of th e deck, and th e lit­ 
tle ironclad swayed as if sh e h ad struck 
a reef. 
Some quo passed th e word th at 
th e maintop mast h ad been sh ot away. 
Ah it, came down it brough t liv ing men 
to be dash ed to death , also corpses th at 
h ad been h anging ov er th e sides of th e 
m ilitary top.

department of lib rary training schools, 
whose estab lishment has proved the 
most 
significant 
advance movement 
since the organization of the American 
Lib rary association 
iu 
187« , women 
seem to hold almost a monopoly. 
Out of the 217 students who matrieu- 
lated at the New York State Lib rary 
school during the first ten years of its 
existence (1887-9 8) there were 40 men 
and 177 women. Yet this school, which 
was the lirst of its kind and which b us 
always given most space in its curricu­ 
lum to strictly technical work, shows a 
larger proportion of men than any other. 
Of the four prominent lib rary schools 
those at the Drexul institute at Phila­ 
delphia. at Los Angeles and at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois have had none b ut 
women students from tho first. At Pratt 
institute, which stands second iu ago 
and importance, there are now b ut two 
men students 1 1» a class of 20, and there 
have b een b ut few in the past.— New 
York Post.
